As I began to get ready to 
commence the regular weekly 
message tonight a peculiar sub- 
ject presented itself to my mind. 
I may not be able to tell it as I 
want to, but Iam going to make | 
an attempt at it. It is not always 
best, perhaps, to use the mis- 
takes of people as a text, but 
in order to present a remedy 
sometimes it is necessary to 
show the need of it. And to 
show the need of a remedy and 
then be able to apply it some- 
times requires the telling of 
things that actually happen. 

Not long since, a brother be- 
came much enthused about find- 
ing Scripture verses to prove 
that people must be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and when 
his other resources were ex- 
hausted he turned to the six- 
teenth chapter of Mark and 
read, “He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved.” Now, 
said he, there is another proof. 
Baptized here means, baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. Andina 
five or ten minutes discourse 
tried to ~ make a very strong 
point on this verse in favor of 
his statement. Not a few en- 
joyed his discourse and took this 
part of it thesame as the bal- 
ance. They had no thought of 
anything else so drank it down 
with joy and happiness. 

When this speaker was 
through, and almost before he 
had taken his seat, another 
minister who chanced to_ be 
present arose, and, without any 
apology or without expressing 
any regrets whatever, abruptly 
declared that Brother F had 
preached false doctrine and 
warned the people against ac- 
cepting such poison. Then a 
wrangle commenced and ended 

in some feelings that should not 
exist between ministers, and 
the whole congregation was 
more or less wounded. They 
did not know who was right and 
they did not know what to do, 
and the result of that meeting 
was anything else than satis- 
factory and pleasant. 

The next Sunday the people 
came again. When Sunday 
school was over they entered 
into the service for worship. 
The preacher was prepared to 
preach and by this time he had 
loaded himself up in defence of 
his statements of the last Sun- 
day. The song service was live- 
ly and soon the people were 
feeling pretty well. There was 
a season of prayer, one or two 
special prayers and then wound 
up in a good sweet concert 
prayer. By this time every body 
was happy ,but the preacher. 
He arose to speak, but before 
he was able to read his text a 
sister had struck an overflow- 
ing well in her soul and with a 
shout and a bound she began 
to’skip and dance for joy. A 
good brother started a good 
song in which the people joined 








and by the time they struck the 


chorus others had more of the 
same kind of an overflow than 
they could hold and out they 
darted shouting, dancing, talk- 
ing in tongues, and there were 
probably four or five out on the 
floor having a beautiful jubilee 
unto the Lord. 

At last this song was ended. 
Every body felt happy and the 
preacher supposing now was his 
time arose again with Bible in 
hand ready to read his text.

over the floor. Another song was 
started, and in which many 
joined. A few more arose and 
began to dance and rejoice. But 
before this song was through 
the power of the Lord struck 


the beautiful heavenly strains 
of music. This was too much 
for the worshipers and a pecu- 
liar mist or spray seemed to fall 
upon them and all of a sudden 
dozens of them sprang to their 
feet and shouted and danced for 
joy for almost half an hour. O 
it was wonderful, they said. 
But this was not all. Sister H— 
was so overjoyed that she just 
could not get through. So on 
and on she went until finally 
she went off in a beautiful heav- 
enly song in other ‘tongues. 
She carried every saint up and 
down over the hills of glory as 
it flooded their souls and soon 
others joined in the beautiful 
strain and then it was like 
heaven on earth for awhile. 
When she was, as it appeared, 
almost through she ran to the 
piano, and her fingers ran over 
those keys like lightning, and 
every touch was music. Before 
there was any time for thought 
the whole house was alive with 
dancers and shouters. No tongue 
or pen can describe what fol- 
lowed. What a scene! Little 
boys and girls looked like 
angels. Men and women shined 
like the radiance of heaven. 
This time the preacher was 
swept off his feet and he was in 
the midst of the display of heav- 
enly glory. 
When this wonderful down 
pour of glory was over his 
preach was gone.

There was one great down flow 
of love tliat slipped over the bat- 
tlements of heaven and proved 
to be a successful antidote for 
crosses, differences, and divi- 
sions. The preacher’s fight was 
gone. What does he care now 
whether he is right in his views 
about the sixteenth chapter of 
Mark or whether his brother 
minister is right. It is the pow- 
er that satifies and makes hap- 
piness. Crosses, differences and 
divisions do not do it. Crosses 
and divisions make wounds, and 
sometimes wounds are hard to 
heal up. 
Preaching is necessary at 
timesS when there is room for it, 
but I do not consider that cross- 
es, differences and divisions are 
necessary, neither do I think 
there 
for them. I once listened 
to a discourse of about half an 
hour. The house was packed, 
and the people listened. Some 
of the sermon was good and 
some of it was not fit to be 
heard because it was wrong. 
But he closed up in a fairly good 
way and left a good feeling on 
his congregation. A _ certain 
brother was to follow him with 
a warm exhortation and an al- 
tar call.. No sooner was the first 
speaker throtigh until the second 
was in his place. And lo, the 
very first sentence which re- 
ferred to the rotten part of the 
discourse and condemned _ it, 
threw ice-water all over the 
house, and that so killed the 
meeting that it never revived. 
He exhorted and jumped and

At last the man 
closed and left everything dead. 
Not even a song could be sung. 
Dead! Dead! Presently a 
small figure arose with a tired 
look on his face. He stood for a 
moment as if he were debating 
in his mind what to say first. 
All eyes were upon him. Prob- 
ably many wondered if he would 
break out with a tirade against 
the first preacher. But if such 
were their thoughts they were 
soon to see it otherwise. The 
very first few words struck the 
blaze. In five minutes that lit- 
tle tired looking man had taken 
his audience so far into the tor- 
rid zone that they had almost 
forgotten that they had ever 
trod the frozen regions of the 
north. Up over the hills they 
went then down on the other 
side and into the valley amid 
the streams of the south, their 
eyes melted to tears and away 
and away across the plains of 
glory until many who felt un- 
worthy to trod such sacred soil 
fell into the altar weeping while 
the saints with wide open 
mouths were wondering what 
the next hand out would be. 
Up and on he went until the 
weeping at the altar became so 
loud he could scarcely be heard. 
By and by he seemed to come 
to himself and was about to 
make an altar call when he dis- 
covered that the altar was al- 
ready filled to overflowing.

This is what people want. Paul 
said at one time, “And I, breth- 
ren, when I came to you, came 
not with excellency of speech 
or of wisdom, declaring unto 
you the testimony of God. * * * 
And my speech and my preach- 
ing was not with enticing words 
of man’s wisdom, but in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of 
power. That your faith should 
not stand if the wisdom of men, 
but in the power of God.”

I understand there is some com- 
plaint among some of the churches 
because of the small amount of tithes 
their pastors have been receiving from 
headquarters.

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PAUL'S FIRST WORK 


AND THE CHURCH 





J. P. Hughes 





There are a great many sayings and 
opinions about the’ first work of the 
Apostle. Paul and its connection with 
the church. 

Among them is one in which the 
nonorganized and government despis- 
ers like to boast. They say that for sev- 
enteen years after Paul was converted, 
he worked independently of the 
church and that church organization 
and government is, therefore, nones- 
sential in the service of the Lord. It 
should be remembered that said say- 
ings are only the sayings of folks and 
not the Bible. It is much easier to 
talk from supposition than it is to dig 
deep and square all sayings by the 
Word of God rightly divided, thus 
there are many winds of doctrine. 

Due to the fact that dates were not 
used by the writers of the Bible and 
that two of them on different occa- 
sions gave the narrative of Paul’s con- 
version and work, it is, therefore, very 
easy to confuse Scriptures on the sub- 
ject. This is probably the reason for 
so many opinions about Paul’s work 
and its connection with the church. 

Let us first notice the narrative of 
Paul’s conversion and first acts as is 
given by the writer Luke and see how 
it would naturally appear to the mind. 
“And after that many days were ful- 
filled, the Jews took ‘counsel to kill 
him: But their laying await was 
known of Saul. And they watched the 
gates day and night to kill him. Then 
the disciples took him by night, and 
let him down by the wall in a basket. 
And when Saul was come to Jerusa- 
lem, he assayed to join himself to the 
disciples; but they were all afraid of 


him, and believed not that he was a} 


disciple. But Barnabas took him and 
brought him to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen the 
Lord in the way, and that he had 
spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Damascus in the 
name of Jesus. And he was with them 
coming in and going out at Jerusa- 
lem. And he spake boldly in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and disputed against 
the Grecians:but they went about to 
slay him. Which when the brethren 
knew, they brought him down to Cesa- 
rea, and sent him forth to Tarsus.” 
Acts 9: 23-30. 

From the above reading one would 
naturally think that all the happen- 
ings spoken of took place in immedi- 
ate succession. It seems that Paul went 
direct from Damascus to Jerusalem 
after he was let down the wall in a 
basket. It seems also that Barnabas 
took him to the apostles immediately 
after he assayed to join himself to 
the disciples. But it is evident that 
such was not the case and the “seem 
so” trend of the above Scriptures is 
due only to the nonusage of dates by 
the writer., 

When we examine the narrative of 
the other writer who was Paul him- 
‘self, we find there was a period of 
time consisting of something over 
three years from the time Paul was 
let down by the wall in a basket until 
he went to Jerusalem and assayed to 
join himself to the disciples. Also that 
it was fourteen years from the time 
he assayed to join himself to the 
disciples till Barnabas took him to the 
apostles. 

Hear what Paul says, “Immediately 
(after his conversion) I conferred not 
with flesh and blood: Neither went I 
up to Jerusalem to them which were 
apostles before me; but I went into 
Arabia, and returned again unto Da- 
mascus. Then after three years (from 
the time he returned) I went up to 
Jerusalem to see Peter and abode with 
him fifteen days. But other of the apos- 
tles saw I none, save James the Lord’s 
brother. Now the things which I write 
unto you, behold, before God, I lie not. 
Afterwards (that is, after he abode 
with Peter fifteen days and had seen 
James the Lord’s brother) I came into 
the regions of Syria and Cilicia; And 
was unknown by face unto the church- 
es of Judea which were in Christ: 
But they had heard only, that he 
which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he de- 
stroyed. And they glorified God in me. 
Then fourteen years after (his first 
trip to see Peter) I went up again to 
Jerusalem with Barnabas, and took 
Titus with me also.” Gal. 1:16-24; 2:1. 
We now have the narrative of the two 
writers on the above named subject. 

The first writer gives only a his- 
torical sketch of the work of another 
in which he does not attempt to force 
any doctrinal points upon the mind 
of the reader, therefore, he speaks only 
of the acts without commenting on the 
events between them. The second writ- 
er writes from a doctrinal standpoint 
in which he fully details his own work 
for the purpose of counteracting the 
reflection that judaizing teachers had 
endeavored to cast upon his work as 
the apostle to the Gentiles. 

There is a theory that Paul stayed 
in Arabia three years and the many 
days referred to by Luke in Acts 9:23, 
was that period of time, nevertheless, 
from the account that Paul gave of 
himself, it is evident that the many 
days of verse 23, are equivalent to the 
certain days of verse 19, that Paul was 
with the disciples at Damascus before 
he was let down by the wall and went 
to Arabia. i 

It has also been argued by some who 
do not believe in government that 
Paul went into Arabia and began to 
preach independent of the church, 
because the disciples were afraid of 
him when he assayed to join himself 
to them. I do not see how people can 
even think that such was the case 
when it is plainly to be seen that he 
did not attempt to join himself to the 
disciples, until three years after he 
had come back from Arabia. History 
shows. that Paul was converted about 
A. D. 37, after which he said that he 


went. immediately into Arabia. It) 


shows also that christianity was not 
introduced in Arabia until toward the 





close of the second century. This is an- 
other proof that Paul did not go to 
Arabia to preach as he could not have 
preached there without introducing 
christianity. 

When Paul made the statement that 
he went not up to Jerusalem to them 
which were apostles before him but in- 
to Arabia, he was not boasting of any 
independent work he had done but 
was only confirming his statement 
about how he was made an apostle and 
how he got his knowledge of the gos- 
pel. Reading from Gal. 1:1-17, we find 
there, Paul asserts that he was made 
an apostle by Jesus Christ and God 
the Father and that the gospel which 
he had preached was not after man for 
he had not received it of,man neither 
was taught it but by the revelation of 
Jesus Christ. Then as proof that he 
did not receive his teaching from man 
he teils how he went immediately into 
Arabia and not up to Jerusalem to 
them which were apostles before him, 
signifying that the apostles could have 
taught him if he had been with them. 
Paul did not have the privilege of be- 
ing with the apostles and learning of 
them. God had called him for the pur- 
pose of revealing His Son in him. Gal. 
1:15,16. Therefore, the circumstances 
that surrounded his preparation for 
service and also his life’s work must 
be such as would reproduce the life 
of Jesus. 

Immediately after Jesus was bap- 
tized, He was driven into the wilder- 
ness and was there forty days tempt- 
ed of Satan and was with the wild 
beasts. Mark 1:10-13. So Paul'also was 
driven immediately after his conver- 


sion and baptism into Arabia 
which means _ desert. Paul did 
not go to Arabia as ae mis- 


sionary but as an exile. He was driven 
there by his fellow-countrymen (the 
Jews) who took counsel to kill him 
because he confounded them proving 
that Jesus was the Christ. Acts 9:22, 
23. We do not. know how long Paul 
stayed in Arabia (the desert) as all 
that is said of his trip there was what 
he said himself and that was only that 
he went and returned again to Damas- 
cus. 

It.could be that Paul did not stay 
in Arabia more than forty days corre- 
sponding to the time that Jesus was in 
the wilderness of temptation. But be 
the stay long or short according to his 
statement it is evident that it was 
while Paul was in Arabia that Jesus 
was revealed in him that he might 
preach Him among the Gentiles. 

“But when it pleased God, who sepa- 
rated me from my mother’s womb, and 
called me by his grace, To reveal his 
Son in me, that I might preach him 
among ‘the heathen; immediately I 
conferred not with flesh and bood: 
Neither went I up to Jerusalem to 
them which were apostles before me; 
but I went into Arabia,,and returned 
again unto Damascus.” Gal. 1:15-17. 

Paul was a called and chosen vessel 
from his birth to preach Jesus to the 
Gentiles, but he did not get the reve- 
lation that gave him his knowledge of 
the Gospel until after he was convert- 
ed and driven into Arabia where his 
suffering for the name of Jesus began. 
It must have been a very great temp- 
tation to Paul to have been driven in- 
to a solitary place by his fellow-men, 
after he had been so zealous in the 
Jewish religion and had led such a 
public life. Nevertheless, he must learn 
his lesson for the Lord had said, “I 
will show him how great things he 
must suffer for my name’s sake.” Acts 
9:16. Paul did not énter into his work 


blindfolded. He knew what it meant» 


for God to reveal His Son (in him, 
therefore, he was able to endure with 
patience the hardships that came to 
him in the ministry. After Paul had 
been to Arabia and learned his lesson, 
he came back to Damascus and stayed 
three years before he took up his 
work, but some say he preached at Da- 
mascus. 

It is true that Luke gives the ac- 
count of him preaching Jesus at Da- 
mascus which preaching Barnabas tes- 
tified to when he took Paul to the 
apostles, but that preaching was 
straightway after he was converted for 
which the Jews took counsel to kill 
him and he fled into Arahia to save 
his life. Acts 9:17-23; Gal. 1:16,17. 

There is no record that shows Paul 
preached any more after he escaped the 
violence of the Jews at Damascus un- 
til after he went to Jerusalem and saw 
Peter and James, the Lord’s brother, 
who was then moderator or General 
Overseer of the Church of God. 

From Jerusaiem rau said he went 
into the regions of Syria and Cilicia, 
but Luke said the brethren sent him 
to Tarsus. Gal. 1:18-21; Acts 9:30. 
Tarsus was the capital of Cilicia and 
Luke gives the name of the town to 
which Paul went, while Paul himself 
gives the name of the country or 
province. 

While Paul was at Tarsus, .in Cili- 
cia, the church at Jerusalem sent Bar- 
nabas to Antioch where a work had 
been started by those who were scat- 
tered abroad upon the persecution of 
Stephen. When Barnabas reached An- 
tioch and had viewed the situation, he 
felt the need of help and went to Tar- 
sus for toseek Saul (Paul) and when 
he had found himhe brought him to 
Antioch and they worked there togeth- 
er for a whole year. Acts 11:19-26. It 
was at Antioch thatthe Holy Ghost 
said, “Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
(Paul) for the work whereunto I have 
called them,” and the prophets (min- 
isters) laid their hands on them and 
sent them away. Acts 13:1-3. 

It is true that there is a theory that 
Paul went to Jerusalem with Barna- 
bas and came back to Antioch before 
they were ordained for apostles to 
the Gentiles. But I am persuaded that 
if Barnabas” had «taken Paul to the 
apostles at Jerusalem, before the 
church at Antioch sent them forth 
that they would have laid their hands 





on him instead of sending them_back 
to the church at Antioch for ordina- 
tion. The above theory is probably de- 
rived from the statement in Acts 12: 
25. “And Barnabas and Saul réturned 
from Jerusalenf, when they had ful- 
filled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was Mark.” 

The account of the prophets (min- 
isters) at Antioch laying their hands 
on Barnabas and Saul and sending 
them forth to the work of the Lord 
is not given till the next chapter. This 
of course makes it appear that Barna- 
bas and Saul had been to Jerusalem 
before the church at Antioch sent 
them forth. 

It should be remembered that the 
original Bible was not divided by chap- 
ters and verses and that translators 
divided it in a time when inspiration 
was probably at a low ebb. It should 
also be remembered that the trans- 
lators were confronted with the prob- 
lem caused by the nonusage of dates 
by the original writers which would 
make the accuracy of their dates and 
divisions very difficult. 


In the eleventh chapter of Acts the 
writer gives the account of Barnabas 
going to Tarsus and bringing Saul to 
Antioch from whence they were sent 
to Jerusalem with relief for the breth- 
ren in Judea. Then in the twelfth 
chapter, the line of thought is com- 
pletely changed until the last verse 
where the return of Barnabas and Saul 
from Jerusalem is mentioned and also 
their taking John Mark with them, 
while the account of the church at An- 
tioch sending Barnabas and Sau! forth, 
at which time they took John Mark, 
is not given until we reach the thir- 
teenth chapter. This variation with 
many others proves to us that the 
writings of the book of The Acts are 
very promiscuous. There is not anoth- 
er book of the New Testament that is 
so complicated, therefore, when its di- 
visions do not harmonize with other 
Scriptures we cannot rely upon them 
for all the Bible harmonizes perfectly 
when it is rightly divided. 


In Paul’s narrative of his own acts 
which is much less complicated than 
the one given by Luke, he does not 
speak of going to Jerusalem with Bar- 
nabas but one time which was evident- 
ly the time they went up about the 
question of circumcision. It is very 
probable that it was then that they 
fulfilled the ministry that is spoken of 
in Acts 11:25. ° 


The ministry that Paul end Barna- 
bas fulfilled when they took relief 
from the Church at Antioch to the 
brethren in Judea was for those ef- 
fected by drought that was prophesied 
by Agabus in the church at Antioch. 
Acts 11:27-30. The drought occurred 
during the reign of Claudius, the 
fourth Roman emperor. 

History shows that Claudius reigned 
from A. D. 41 to 54. It also shows that 
Paul’s trip to Jerusalem to see Peter 
was about A. D. 40. From 40 to 54 
would be exactly fourteen years. This 
makes it possible for Barnabas and 
Saul to have gone to Jerusalem with 
the help for the brethren about the 
close of the reign of Claudius, which 
time would correspond with the date 
between Paul’s trip te see Peter and 
the time he, went to Jerusalem with 
Barnabas about the question of cir- 
cumcision. 

“Then fourteen years after (that is 
after he had been to see Peter) I went 
up again to Jerusalem with Barnabas, 
and took Titus with me also. And I 
went up by revelation, and communi- 
cated unto them that gospel which I 
preach among the Gentiles, but pri- 
vately to them which were of reputa- 
tion (the apostles} lest by any means 
I should run, or had run, in vain.” 
Gal. 2:1,2. 

Let us remember that the first time 
Paul went to Jerusalem, he assayed 
to join himself to the disciples on the 
merits of his conversion, which they 
did not believe and thus his attempt 
was in vain. But the next time which 
was fourteen years later, he went with 
Barnabas to the apostles on the merits 
of Ais work, lest the second trip also 
should be in vain. 

Paul and Barnabas had been work- 
ing among the Gentiles. They were sent 
by the church at Antioch, but when 
certain judaizing teachers came down 
from Jerusalem they disputed with 
them demanding that they should go 
up to Jerusalem to the apostles and 
elders about the question of circum- 
cision. Acts 15:1,2. Doubtless, Paul and 
Barnabas prayed about the matter and 
when it was revealed to Paul that 
they should go, they went up to Je- 
rusalem for consideration. “And the 
apostles.and elders came together for 
to consider of this matter.” Acts 15:6. 
After there had been much disputing 
about .what Paul and Barnabas had 
been preaching to the Gentiles, Peter 
rose up and began to speak in their 
favor. (See Acts 15:7-11.) I am sure 
that Peter remembered how that Paul 
came to see him before he started on 
his mission to the Gentiles. Doubtless, 
he and James, the Lord’s brother, were 
the brethren that Luke wrote of who 
sent Paul to Tarsus to evade the 
Grecians (Greek speaking Jews) at 
Jerusalem. ; 

After Barnabas and Paul had re- 
ported their work, James gave his de- 
cision in favor of it and gave to them 
the right hand of fellowship which for- 
ever settled the question about: Paul’s 
apostleship to the Gentiles. “And when 
James, Cephas (Peter) and John who 
seemed to be pillars (stays or those 
having pre-eminence), perceived the 


.grace that was given unto me, they 


gave to me and Barnabas the right 
hands of fellowship; that we should 
go unto the heathen, and they unto 
the circumcision.” Gal. 2:9. 

It has been argued that this was the 
time that Paul was received unto the 
church and that all his prévious work 
had been independent. But we find 
that Paul’s work prior to this hac 
been with Barnabas who was sent out 
by the church at Jerusalem and that 
the church at Antioch sent them to 
the work whereunto the Lord had 
called them which was to the Gentiles. 

The right hands of fellowship that 
James, Cephas, and John: gave to Paul 
and Barnabas was not a token of fel- 


/ 





lowship in the church, but in the 
ministry and as apostles to the Gen- 
tiles. Barnabas was one of the number 
that the Lord added to the church in 
the very beginning after Pentecost, 
who sold their possessions and laid the 
money at the apostles’ feet to be used 
by the church. Acts 4:34-37. 

Paul also must have had fellowship 
with the church at Antioch or the 
presbytery would not have laid their 
hands on him and sent him away into 
the work of the Lord. It is very prob- 
able that it was at Antioch that Paul 
was received into the church as it 
evidently was not fellowshipping him 
as a member of the church but as an 
apostle that James, Cephas and John 
gave to him the right hands at Jeru- 
salem. I am fully persuaded that Paul 
thoroughly understood the working of 
the church when he left Jerusalem and 
began to preach to the Gentiles after 
he had seen Peter and James the 
Lord’s brother. 

Doubtless, it was for the purpose of 
acquiring some knowledge of the 
church that he went to see Peter. I 
cannot conceive the thought that Je- 
Sus would reveal Himself to Paul with- 
out letting him know that he had a 
church with headquarters at Jerusa- 
lem. When Peter got the revelation 
that Jesus was the Christ, it was then 
that Jesus told him of His church. 
Matt. 16:17,18. I believe it was so with 
Paul for he was a chosen apostle the 
same as Peter. 

The reason that Paul was not a pub- 
lic character for the church for a num- 
ber of years and his work was subordi- 
nate to Barnabas was, doubtless, for 
the sake of his life which the Jews 
were continually seeking to destroy. 
Nevertheless, it is evident that his 
work was for tHe church as the 
churches of Judea which did not know 
his face heard that he preached the 
faith which once he destroyed—which 
was the Church of God. See Gal. 1:13, 
22,23. 

We close this article by saying it 
is not written for the purpose of ad- 
vancing another theory of the subject, 
neither for the sake of argument. I 
know that it does not agree with all 
the divisions and dates given by the 
translators and historians.’ But then 
dates are only approximate and it is 
evident, with all that has ever been 
given on the subject, there is some- 
thing yet obscure about the time that 
Paul and his work became connected 
with the church. 

As was stated in the outset there 
are a great many opinions and theo- 
ries of this subject, therefore, I am 
sure that this writing is subject to 
the criticisms of quite a number of 
people. Nevertheless, we submit it in 
the fear of God and not man. Amen.

Ques. Why do we say the thirteenth 
verse finishes the second woe? 

Ans. The fourteenth verse says the 
second woe is past. 

Ques. What ‘is the announcement 
of the thirteenth verse? 

Ans. “The same hour was there an 
earthquake” ete. 

Ques. Does this have reference to 
the same hour in which the two wit- 
nesses went up? 

Ans. No. Because John said this 
is the finishing of the second woe. 
Verse 14. But the going up of the 
two witnesses is at the finishing of 
the whole thing. There will be many 
happenings in the third woe yet to 
follow. 

Ques. If verse thirteen should con- 
nect with the second woe of chapter 
nine what are the two chapters 
ten, and eleven, leading up to the thir- 
teenth verse of the eleventh chapter? 

Ans. They are a parenthesis and re- 
currence, 

Ques. What does he mean by the 
same hour? 


Ans. We notice that the second woe 
is to continue for one year, one 
month, one day and one hour. Scofield 
has it, the hour, a definite special 
hour. Doubtless, this hour referred 
to as the same hour is this definite 
hour that he had previously men- 
tioned in chapter nine. This was the 
last notable and eventful hour of the 
second woe. 

Ques. What of the destruction at 
this eventful -hour? 

Ans. A tenth part of the city falls 
because of the earthquake, also 7,000 
men are slain. 

Ques. How will it affect the rest of 
the 144,000 (the remnant) ? 

Ans. They will be affrighted and 
will give glory to God. 

Ques. Why do I say the remnant is 
the 144,000? 

Ans. Because the thought of the 
remnant of the Jews going into the 
Millennium as the leader for the na- 
tions is carried all the way through 


the Bible. The 144,000 will be the 
remnant, 
f Ques. Who receives the _ special 


blessing during the tribulation? 

Ans. The remainder of the people 
could not be referred to as the rem- 
nant after only 7,000 were = slain, 
doubtless, there will be millions yet 
living at that time, and many thou- 
sands living in Palestine. 

Ques. What does Isaiah say of the 
remnant? 

Ans. “And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall set his 
hand again the second time to recover 
the remnant of his people.” Isa. 11: 
11. His hand is set for this during 
the tribulation. Jeremiah tells us 
that the Lord will save the remnant 
and they shall go forth in dances and 
make merry. They shall plant vine- 
yards and eat of them as common 
things.

A pure, pleasant, friendly, happy, 
victorious life is a most desirous one. 
Many people appear to be happy and 
they are pleasant at that moment but 
too often they say or do something | 
that reveals the fact that it is only 
a sham profession. Some who ap- 
pear to be real pillars in the church 
and pray in the public meetings and 
often testify have proven later that’! 
they were only “pillow shams.” | 

However, there are some who are 
real pillars in the church and their 
close friends and associates know 
them to be true Christians. They are 
always pleasant, their lives are above 
reproach. Of such it is true there are 
not so many but enough to establish 
the fact that there is such a life as 
one of purity. 

How to obtain enough grace to pro- 
duce a life of purity might be a very 
hard point to establish with some, es- 
pecially with those who do not believe 
in such a life. Nevertheless, it is at- 
tainable and many know it to be true. 
All who do know it’and as a result 
have such a life will stand more per- 
fect and complete before Him who 
said, “Follow me.” 

Cause and effect is as inevitable in 
the Christian life as it is in the law 
of mathematics.
